Medical History of St. Albert & Sturgeon District Records more than a century of suffering and service

The medical history of 
the region began in Septem- 
ber of 1859 with the arrival 
at Lac Ste, Anne of Sister 
Zoe Leblanc-Emery of the 
Sisters of Charity, Grey 
Nuns, The 32-year-old re= 
gistered nurse came by ox 
cart from St, Boniface acce 
ompanied by Sisters Marie 
Jacques-Alphonse a teacher 
33 years old and Adele Le- 
may, a nun of 23 years, 
The rugged journey took 51 
days, 

Living under very primi- 
tive conditions they continu- 
ed their work teaching and 
looking after the sick in Lac 
Ste. Anne until they opened 
their first hospital in St. 
Albert in 1863, This hospl- 
tal remained active until the 
opening of the Edmonton 
General in 1912, The sisters 
also established the region’s 
first orphanage in St, Albert 
in 1863, which opened with 
seven boys. 

It should be remembered 
that at the time the vast 
area from Ontario to the 
west coast was the North 
West Territories and few 
were the doctors and nurses 
available to look after the 
scattered population, 

Two other grey nuns, 
among many who made out- 
standing contributions in 
those early days, were Sis- 
ter Delphone Brossard and 
the late Sister Guenette, 

They took care of the sick, 
native and white, taught 
school, looked after the aged 
and many times helped bury 
the dead. Service beyond the 
call of duty was a way of 
life. 

In 1863 St, Albert was 
honored by the visit of Lord 
Milton and the first doctor 
to visit the mission, W. B, 
Cheadle, 


Floods hit the 
tiny settlement 


The second crisis after 
the smallpox epidemic was 
brought on the region by 
ravaging floods in 1875, 
which carried away the 
bridge over the Sturgeon 
river, The bridge, first west 
of the Great Lakes was 200 
feet long and used by all to 
speed the building of the 
mission site at St, Albert. 
Cases of typhoid were num- 
erous and claimed many 
lives, but not to compare 
with the deaths in 1870, 

Among the early settler 
there were many who assis- 
ted the sisters in the work 
of caring for the sick, One 
of the’ first was Mrs, John 
Rowland who served as a 
mid-wife and delivered hun- 
dreds of babies. This re- 
markable woman never lost 
a new born and worked not 
only in St, Albert but as far 
away as Fort Saskatchewan, 
where she travelled by 
horseback when needed, Mrs 
Kate Maloney and Mrs, Louts 
Chevigny were two others 
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* aes * 

Mrs, Louise Bellrose, 89, 
and born in St, Albert. Her 
verbal account of events in 
St, Albert, from her child- 
hood days aided in the pre-

Rev. Father Ludevic La- 
rose, OMI, retired mission- 
ary served in St, Albert and 
the west for many years, 
We acknowledge the help of 
Father Larose in preparing

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deserving of mention for 
their service to the ill. 

The official records of 
the mission show that be- 
ginning in 1888 Dr, Potvin 
came to St, Albert twice a 
week from Fort Edmonton, 
Others listed as coming out 
from Edmonton during that 
period are Dr, Derome, Dr, 
Delage, the late Dr, Toerney 
and in a later period Dr, 
Aristide Blais who was a 
senator. ; 

First doctor in St, Albert 
was Dr. Toerney who esta- 
blished his practice in 1897 
and served the area from 
Edmonton until 1908, Dr, 
Tierman was appointed the 
first health officer in 1895 
and worked until 1902. 


Hail brings 
famine in 
its wake 


The year after the flood the 
little settlement was struck 
by a disastrous hailstorm 
which cut down crops and 
gardens and caused serious 
loss to buildings. A real 
emergency developed as 
famine spread, the settlers 
having no reserves of any 
kind, 

Through the initiative of 
Bishop Grandin, a relief 
committee was organi 
including representatives of 
the Episcopal Corporation, 
the Anglican Bishop of Ed- 
monton, Ministers Dr, New~ 
ton, M, Manning and Rever- 
end Wesleyan, Colonel 
Jarvis of the Northwest 
Mounted Police and Mr, Har- 
disty, factor for Edmonton, 

The committee obtained 
permission from the council 
of the North West Territor- 
ies to-sell provisions from 
Hudson Bay Company supp= 
lies at the lowest price poss- 
ible. Some 825 pounds of 
flour and 700 pounds of meat 


were distributed to 16 needy 
families, 

Two lay brothers of St. 
Albert went to fish at Lac 
Ste. Anne, returning with 
2,550 pounds. Four thous 
and pounds of barley flour 
were procured by the com- 
mittee the next spring for 
the population now number- 
ing 346, comprising 56 fam- 
ilies, Father Leduc OMI led 
a 15-pony cart caravan to 
Fort Benson in 1878, bring- 
ing back much needed supp= 
lies, including 118 sacks of 
flour at $5.75 a hundred 
pounds, 

After battling a* severe 
winter with no outside medi- 
cal ald, in crude shelters 
with no variety in their diet 
and no fresh fruit or vege= 
tables, many suffered the 
effects of malnutrition, But 
worse was yet to come, 

On March 24, 1879, a vio= 
lent prairie fire swept in 
from the east, The grist 
mill, three large buildings, 
all the machinery, 400,000 
feet of lumber and 100 bags 
of flour were destroyed and 
the workers escaped with 
little more than their be= 
longings. 

The mission diary records 
that the crops that year 
yielded 100 barrels potatoes 
917 bushels wheat, 164 of 
barley and 75 of oats, The 
barley was hand threshed 
and put to immediate use 
for soup, to which was add- 
ed potatoes, cabbage, tur- 
nips and wild game, Barley 
flour was even used for cake, 
served with wild berries for 
dessert, 

In 1880 heavy frost and 
rains caused serious damage 
to the crops and again what 
could be salvaged was hand 
cut, Another year of hard- 
ship and privation had to be 
endured by all and evidence 
of scurvy was found among 
children and adults alike,

First Doctor comes 
to live in St. Albert 


The first resident doctor 
of St, Albert who served the 
area for many years was the 
late Dr, Arthur Giroux. He 
came in 1902 when Dr, Toer- 
ney was still servingthe area 
from Edmonton, 

Dr, Giroux travelled to 
Fort Saskatchewan, Lamou- 
reux and Egg Lake district 
on horseback, and later by 
buggy or cutter as conditions 
warranted, 

During “the 1918 flu epi- 
demic doctors were all put 
through a réal ordeal travel- 
ling day and night trying to 
help families in the rural 
areas as well as those in 
St, Albert and other towns

and villages, The strength 
and endurance of both medi- 
cally trained and volunteer 
helpers was taxed to the 
limit for many weeks, 

Dr, Giroux continued his 
unselfish service in the ex- 
panding community and dur- 
ing the 1931 outbreak of 
diphtheria, Another epide- 
mic was feared but vaccina- 
tion was done in all schools, 
and rigid health regulations 
were enforced, including 
isolation for all those affec- 
ted, so that a minimum of 
deaths were recorded, Dr. 
Giroux continued to-serve 
devotedly until his retire- 


ment in 1938, 

In St, Albert his success 
or was Dr, Richard Poirier, 
who ably served the town 
and district until 1945, He 
also served as local health 
officer during that period, 


Dr, William Cuts whostill * 


practices in St, Albert, re- 
placed Dr, Poirier. 

In 1961 Dr, William Skro- 
bot established the first 
medical clinic in St. Albert, 
along with associates, Today 
three clinics, 12 doctors, 
three dentists and one opto- 
metrist are practicing in St. 
Albert and serving the large 
district. 


hardship to Native Peoples 


Rural medical history be- 
gins with the oldest group of 
local citizens -- the natives 
of what is known today as 
Alexander Reserve. They 
are members of the Cree 
Tribe, and their medical his- 
tory began alongtime before 
the coming of the first white 
man in the area in 1853, 
Later the Metis joined them 
as “Script” people. 

‘ndian history is tradion- 
ally handed down from one 
generation to another, The 
same applies to medical 
knowledge and practices, 
The Hollywood image of the 
medicine man is farfetched 
compared to the reality of 
native practice, True, there 
were real “medicine men” 
but they helped their people 
in time of illness and most 
of the homecare was given 
by the women of the tribe, 

Wild herbs, brewed in teas 
were used extensively, 
There were also certaintri- 
bal laws that worked to pre- 


Dr, Angus Fergusson, along with other doctors, nurses and mid-wives, made a good 


vent harm to the individual, 
They learned very early in 
life that mother nature was 
a generous giver, but also 
that natural laws were to be 
respected, 

With the coming of the 
white man the natural laws 
were transgressed, The 
white mandisturbed the 
sources of natural provi- 
sions, such as free land, 
large herds of buffalo and 
wild deer, the plentiful fish 
from local streams, Condi- 
tions for the natives wor- 
sened and as a result the 
white man’s new diseases 
took a large toll in early 
times, 

Smallpox, diphtheria, ven~ 
eral diseases, were white 
man’s curses brought with 
him from Europe, the east- 
ern provinces or states to 
the south, The true native 
never ‘needed such words in 
his vocabulary as orphan, 
bigamy or divorce, The eld- 
erly were always respected

which their ancestors had 
survived with, for centur- 
ies, in a free open land. 

“Script’’ was the name 
of the deed by the federal 
government under which the 
Indians and Metis were pro- 
mised free land and the basic 
necessities of life, in return 
for land taken over by the 
white people, Thus were born 
the Indian Reserves, includ- 
ing the Alexander. District 
doctors have served the re- 
serve since its formation.

Turn of the century sees Sturgeon Area begin to develop

Legal 

The first white man to 
settle in the Legal district 
is reported to be Gabrielle 
Gelotte on the farmstead 
which is now the Walter 
Van de Walle farm, Mrs, 
Julie (Louis)Bachand ts re- 
called by oldtimers of the 
area for her wonderful 
work as a midwife, She 
also assisted area doctors 
in times of emergency such 
as the flu epidemic and help- 
ed Father Bouchard to bury 
the ead as well, She came 
to Legal from Michigan in 
1898 and remained until her 
death in 1927 at the age of 
68. This remarkable woman 
raised seven children of her 
own, 

Dr. George Whissell of 
Westlock opened a clinic in 
Legal in 1930, the first north 
of Edmonton, and still serv- 
ing Legal today, Legal has a 
senlor citizens home also, 
the Chateau Sturgeon, which 
together with Youville Home 
in St, Albert takes care of 
the aged in the area, 

Morinville has had aresi- 
dent doctor since 1908, As 
early as 1904 Dr, James 
McDonell was a resident at 
thesShamrock Hotel in Riv- 
lere Qui Barre, a thriving 
settlement as the railroad 
was being built west towards 
Edson, In 1904 a young doc- 
tor, senior intern from Glen- 
garry County Ontario, Dr, 
Angus Fergusson, came west 
and was a guest and helper 
of Dr, McDonell, 

He went to McGill to come 
plete his training and re- 
turned to Morinville to ree 
sume his lifetime practice 
in the area’ This included

2. All cattle in the Muni- 
cipal District of Sturgeon 
No, 90 except those mene 
tioned in part 3 and 4 shall 
batreated annually from Aug 
31 to Nov, 30 with asystem- 
ic insecticide registered for 
warble control under the pest 
control products act. Such 
systemic insecticides as 
Ruelene, Neguvon, Co-Ral 
and any other that may be 
named from time to time, 
to be administered accord- 
ing to instructions issued 
on container labels,

thistles on uncultivated 
areas because these provide 
a significant proportion of 
the seed that starts thistle 
infestations in crops. 

The key tocontrolling 
thistles on summerfallow, 
whether by cultural or che- 
mical methods, is never to 
allow regrowth to remain 
for longer than a week dur- 
ing the growing season, By 
keeping it down you pre= 
vent the plants from storing 
up food reserves for the 
winter, Thistles deplete 
their food reserves up to 
the time they start produc- 
ing seed, Then, about the 
end of July they begin to 
rapidly build them up again 
until freeze-up. These food 
reserves establish strong, 
healthy plants and carry 
them through thewinter, The 
more frequently you inter- 
rupt growth, the greater are 
the chances of depleting food 
reserves and of killing the 
thistles. 

Mr, Lobay recommends 
2,4-D or MCPA at the rate 
of one pound of active ingre- 
dient per acre, or a mixture 
of dicamba and 2,4-D (Ban- 
vel 3) at the rate of 12 
ounces of active ingredient 
per acre for controlling 
thistles on summerfallow 
land. The chemical applica- 
tion should be followed three

Lobay, to cultivate the fleld 
just before ‘freeze-up, This 
last cultural operation weak- 
ens the plants and reduces 
their chances of surviving 
the winter, 

Amitrole at a rate of six 
to eight pounds of active 
ingredient per acre is sugg= 
ested for thistles that are 
in full bloom, Cultivations 
should be resumed when the 
plants are well bleached and 
continved until freeze-up. 

Mr, Lobay recommends 
picloram (Tordon) tocontrol 
thistles at this time of year 
along railways, highways, 
roadsides and fencelines as 
well as on industrial sites, 
Heavy rates of 2,4-D or 
MCPA can also be used, 
However, in cases where the 
thistles have already goneto 
seed, picloram will do a 
more effective job of con- 
trol, In many cases it will 
actually kill the thistles.

Looking forward to lunch

LOOKING FORWARD 
TO LUNCH 

Lunches will really be 
going places now that the 
calendar is showingSeptem- 
ber. With summer holidays 
over, students and teachers 
are again joining the throng 
known as brown baggers. 

Lunch boxes are big step= 
ping stones between break- 
fast and supper ~= between 
home and school -- between 
good food habits and poor, 
Doctors and nutritionists a- 
gree that every noon lunch 
should provide one third of 
the day’s food needs, 

WHAT IS A GOOD LUNCH? 

If one food is taken from 
each of the four food groups 
in Canada’s Food Guide, one 
will be eating a nutritious, 
well-balanced lunch, 

Milk to drink or eat (milk 
soups, puddings); 

Meat or fish, eggs, poul- 
try, cheese, peanut butter, 
dried peas, beans or nuts; 

Fruit or vegetables, raw 
or cooked; 

Bread - whole wheat or 
enriched white, whole grain 
muffins, oatmeal cookies, 

Menu example: Enriched 
white bread with cheese and 
bacon filling; celery sticks, 
oatmeal cookies, milk, 

The Sandwich - Sandwiche 
es form the back-bone of 
most travelling lunches and 
to be ‘‘worth their salt’ 
should contain satisfying 
protein fillings of meat, 
poultry, egg, fish, cheese 
or peanut butter, A moist 
sandwich is a ‘‘must,”’ 
Start with well-buttered 
fresh bread. The moisture 
of the filling will stay be- 
tween the buttered slices and 
not penetrate the bread it- 
self. Keep the freshness in 
the sandwich by careful 
wrapping, Sandwich sugg ‘

‘variety is the spice of 
life,’’ 

LET THE FREEZER HELP 

It’s often a great advan- 
tage and time saver to freeze 
sandwiches or sandwich fil- 
lings. 

Fillings touse when freez- 
ing sandwiches: meat, poul- 
try, fish, cheese, nuts, pea~ 
nut butter, egg yolks, cooked 
salad dressing, mayonnaise 
(in small quantities), 

Fillings to avoid when 
freezing sandwiches: egg 
whites = become tough and 
rubbery, celery, cucumber 
and lettuce lose their crisp- 
ness, oil dressing and fruit 
jellies separate. 

Wrap sandwiches indivi- 
dually for more efficient 
freezing and thawing and for 
easier packing, Pack sande 
wiches when still frozen - 
they’ll keep cool as they thaw 
for lunchtime eating.
